Extracl  of  a  letter  from  Paris,  dated  Au- 
gust 26,  1800. 

"  I  have  learned  through  a  certain 
channel  that,  in  the  conferences  which 
□  uroc  has  had  with  General  Kray,  the 
latter  has  formally  declared,  that  until 
a  monarchy  be  eftablifhed  in  France,  nei- 
ther Europe  nor  France  can  calculate  on 
peace.  Buonaparte  has  two  lines  of  con- 
lu6l  to  purfue,  either  to  make  a  king,  or 
to  become  one  himfelf.  The  army  of 
Italy  appears  to  be  in  thefe  intentions. — 
Immediately  after  the  battle  of  Mareage, 


it  was  in  agitntion  to  declar;  Brrmparts 
king.  The  army  of  Germany,  it  is  laid, 
is  inclined  towards  a  prince  of  the.houle 
of  Bourbon.  Moreau  has  had  very  fre- 
quent communications,  not  only  with 
general  Kray,  but  even  with  the  court  of 
Vienna.-  TM9  court  has  ptopofed  (imply 
to  re-eltablith  Louis  XVIII.  Moreau  has 
actually  tranfmitted  this  proportion  to 
Bu  on  parte.  I  cannot  fay  what  the 
Chief  Conful  may  have-in  his  head,  but 
it  is  certain  that  he  plans  frefh  changes. 
Before  long  we  may  expect  a  new  and  a 
great  revolution."

We  declared  in  the  firft  place,  that  whe- 
ther peace  or  war  take  place, we  buoy  bur- 
felves  up  with  no  hopes*  In  the  prefent 
arrang<  mentis, France  and  Europe  appear 
to  us  equally  ruined.  We  have  no  doubt 
that  a  revolution  will  foon  be  made  in 
France  ;  but  we  can  foretell  that  this  re- 
volution will  be  limilar  to  thofe  which 
have  preceed?d  it  ;  tiiat  it  will  refolve  no 
difficulty,  and  that  the  public  and  private 
calamities  will  only  be  augmented  by  it. 

"Our  correfpondents  may  no  doubt 
be  miltaken  in  point  of  authenticity,  but 
the  following  is  an  authority  which  may 
make  an  impreifion  upon  certain  minds  ; 
the  Joui naldes  Homines  Libres.  We  par- 
ticularly call  the  attention  of  our  readers 
to  it. — Afk  thefe  gentlemen  what  part 
they  are  to  take,  if  Audi  ia  wifhes  to  con- 
tinue the  war  &  rejects  the  term  propof- 
edby  the  Frill  Conful?  They  willnodoubt 
reply  that  fomething  muft  be  done  to  ap-, 
peaie  Auftria,  &  this  having  been  done,  if 
Auflria  be  not  contented,  is  it  not  natu- 
ral to  fuppofe  that  their  advice  will  be, 
that  after  having  made  fo  many  facrifices 
for  this  defirable  object,  peace,  there  are

you.  We  entertain  no  doubt  of  your 
integrity,  or  of  your  intentions  to  pro- 
mote the  general  welfare. 

"We  fincerely  join  with  you  in  the 
warmelt  expreflions  of  gratitude  to  the 
;reat  giver  of  all  goodnefs  for  that  por- 
tion of  liberty,  eafe  and  prefperity  which 
we  enjoy  :  yet  we  cannot  help  'out  regtet 
with  you,  the  very  reduced  ftate  of  our 
finances,  and  the  other  inconvenien- 
ces which  vou  have  laid  before  us. 

We  can  only  fay,  that  our  exertions 
(hall  be  to  promote  whatever  may  have  a 
tendency  to  advance  and  fecure  the  in- 
terefts  of  our  fellow  citizens,  and  to  lef* 
fen  (if  not  remove)  the  evils  which  at- 
tend. 

We  are  unable  to  fay  how  far  our  aid 
will  be  neceffary  to  carry  into  effect  fpe- 
cial  laws  of  the  lait  feifion,  which  requir- 
ed the  attention  of  the  executive;  inaf- 
much  as  we  are  not  yet  advifed  how  far 
they  have  been  acted  upon,  or  what  cir- 
cumftances have  impeded  the  completion 
thereof. 

We  conclude  with  hoping,  that  the 
the  united  efforts  of  the  executive  and 
legiflative  powers  of  this  ftate  will  be  to 
promote  manufactures  and  agriculture  in 
our  commonwealth  ;  and  that  fuch  en- 
deavours will  meet  that  reward  which 
our  warmelt  wifhes  fhall  contemplate.
